Well, a fresh 
pleasure-field is to be opened tops this 
summer — for the Sabbath too, for I notice 
that Messrs Smith and Larnach's steamer, 
the Colleen — famous now in supreme court 
annals — is to run every Sunday from Rattray- 
street jetty to Grant’s Braes and back every 
few minutes. It is pretty certain to meet 
with a good deal of custom, for we Dqnedin- 
ites are a pleasure-loving people. 

Wo are just now somewhat religiously 
inclined, however — or at least a few of ns 
are. The Raikes centenary celebration is in 
full swing, but the attendance at the variotiB 
gatherings has not been large. Raikes is 
credited with being the founder of Sabbath- 
schools, and the opportunity of his centenary 
ia being taken to carry on a movement that 
is expected to infuse new life and energy into 
Sabbath-school work. It. is a . somewhat 
funny thing that Raikes was not a Sunday- 
school man at all in the modern meaning of 
the word. He appears to have been of a free- 
thinking turn of mind, to put it broadly, but 
was a philanthropist, who, seeing that cflild- 
ren in his native town in England got no 
opportunity during week days of learning, 
being kept at hard work from' early morn 
till dewy eve, set about starting a day school 
on Sunday, when they were allowed to ran 
wild. He did not attempt to teach religion 
at all, but no doubt taught morals to Borne 
extent ; and contented himself in the main 
with driving the ABC and the multiplica- 
tion table into the youngsters. No doubt 
the thing he thus set agoing afterwards 
blossomed out into the Sunday school busi- 
ness as we know it : but it is funny to Bee 
men honoring Raikes who, if he were now to 
do what he then did, would hold him up to 
public oxecration. However, that does not 
matter much. The Sunday school institution 
is a good one, and the clergymen and others 
who are addressing meetings and holding 
conferences just now deserve to be com- 
mended. 

Talking of religion reminds me of 
“Veritas,” who sledge-hammered me in 
your columns a week or two ago. I have 
not got much to say about him. Only one 
thing I don't wish to be misunderstood about, 
and that is the reference I made to Mr 
Mackie. He is an estimable kind of man in 
his way, but is certainly too narrow-minded 
and is a bigot too. He gives way too much 
to the' ridiculous evangelistic notion that 
belief saves a man. He takes part in all 
these foolish meetings at which a man, if he 
only says “ I have Christ” is encouraged — 
nay is commanded — to believe that he has a 
passport for heaven. Dr Stuart is just the 
opposite. He keeps carefully aloof from the 
Btrolling evangelist, . and his gospel is that 
good deeds give a man a right to expect 
safety hereafter — nothing else. And L)r 
Stuart is willing occasionally to give even a 
Roman Catholic credit for holding his 
beliefs as honestly as anyone else. 

As for Mr Forlong, whom “ Veritas” 
principally champions, he is not worth fight- 
ing over. He has the vanity and the con- 
fidence and the facility of wagging the tongue 
that characterise the “strolling evangelist.” 
“ Veritas” appears to be the kind of man the 
height of whose ambition is to become a 
“ saver of souls” — that i3, to be able to work 
up people's excitement till they declare 
that they believe and have found salvation, 
just because they are' asked to. The only 
one of the foregoing characteristics that he 
wants is probably the ability of wagging the 
tongue. He appoars to have a quantity of 
woodenheaded wit, and he has the eminently 
young man Christian faculty of abusing and 
insulting anyone who differa from him. If 1 
should ever give “ my candid opinions about’

CRICKET MATCH-ENGLAND V. 
AUSTRALIANS. 

This match will long live in cricket annals 
as one of the most remarkable and interesting 
ever played in this country. The. English 
eleven, captained by Lord Harris, was 
perhaps the best representative team ever 
got together. It was strong all round, but 
especially in batsmen ; it contained besides 
the best professional bowlers, and the cream 
ot amateur ability in each department of the 
noble game. The Australian eleven had the 
misfortune to lose the services of their 
“ demon ” bowler, Spofforth, who, a few days 
since, in a match with Eighteen of Scar- 
borough, had one of the small bones of his 
bowling hand broken. Bannerman and 
Btackham had likewise met mischances, 
which at one . time threatened to prevent 
their playing, but fortunately this useful 
couple got well in time. Spofforth's loss was 
very great, no doubt, but it is more than 
questionable whether his presence would 
have turned the scale in their favor. The 
attendance was simply one of the most 
enormous ever witnessed at the Oval. The 
morning was fortunately very fine, and hours 
before the time set for commencement of the 
match spectators began to pour in. More 
than 20,000 paid “ gato ” during the day, 
and, as all the reserved seats at 6s and 2s 6d 
were densely crowded, a large amount must 
have been realised. Shortly before half- 
past. eleven the rival captains spun a coin to 
decide priority of innings. Lord Harris was 
successful in the toss, for Murdoch called 
“heads,” and the result was against him. 
The English captain had little difficulty in 
making up his mind, and, at once electing to 
bat, the Australians took the held. Great 
applause greeted the colonials as they left the 
pavillion, and a still greater cheer followed 
when it was seen that the brothers W. G, and 
E. M. Grace were to bat first. Boyle and 
Palmer were the bowlers, and the former 
delivered the first ball tn E. M. Both bats- 
men soon proved themselves in good form, 
and, after some steady play, runs came at -a 
fast pace, notwithstanding the excellent field- 
ing and bowling of the Australians. Ten 
after ten appeared on the telegraph, and it 
looked as if the brothers would obtain a 
“century ” before they were parted. At 91, 
however, E. M. hit one from Bannerman to 
Alexander, at mid-off, and had to retire for 
an excellently-played 66. Mr Lucas followed, 
and the ex-Uppingham boy soon proved 
himself to be in good form. Hitting freely 
and well, the score gradually rose, though 
the colonials were all the time on the qui 
vine. Fours, both from the bat -1 of the 
champion and the Surrey amateur, came in 
rapid succession, the late cutting of W. G. 
being especially admired. After the luncheon 
interval, scoring continuing, the 200 went up 
at 3.30, but when 11 more runs had been 
scored Mr Lucas unfortunately played one 
onto his wicket. His 56 was capitally put 
together, in his usual free style, whilst he 
repeatedly proved his ability at “ stopping a 
shooter.” Barnes followed, and appeared to 
play nervously for a time, but after settling 
down scored well, and had obtained 28 when 
he played one of Alexander’s oil. Then Lord 
Harris appeared, and soon after, when the 
score had reached 281, Palmer disturbed 
W. G. Grace's off stump. His score of 152 
was one of his best efforts, and was produced 
with only one chance after having obtained 
134, when Alexander missed him in front of 
the pavillion, Mr Penn and Lord Harris 
were then together, and the total reached 
322, when the former gentleman was beaten 
by one of Banneruian's. Very fast was the 
scoring when Mr Steel joined Lord Harris, 
and the total had reached 404 when a fine 
catch at slip ended the latter’s career for a 
capitally-played innings of 62. The Hon. A. 
Lyttelton was the next batsman, but he soon 
lost Mr Steel, who had obtained 42, and Mr 
G. F. Grace was caught at mid-off, the day’s 
proceedings then closing. The score was 410 
for eight wickets. 

On Tuesday the innings was soon over. 
Shaw was bowled and Morley run out, the 
Hon. A. Lyttelton carrying out his bat for 11, 
the innings total ising 420. After the usual 
interval the Englishmen took the field, and 
the Australians were represented by Murdoch 
and Bannerman, Morley and Steel opening 
the attack. Bannerman did all the scoring', 
and the total had reached 28 when Barnes 
caught Murdoch, the retiring batsman not 
having troubled the scorer. It was soon evi- 
dent that the Australians would not make a 
great score, as wickets fell quickly, and, in 
addition to Bannerman, who made 32, 
Groube 11, M, Donnell 27, Slight 11, and 
Boyle, not out, 36, were the only double 
figures. The English fielding was remarkably 
good, and the innings closed for 149, Boyle 
having played very well during his innings. 
Being 271 runs behind the Englishmen, they 
had necessarily to follow on, and Bannerman 
and Boyle were the first to appear at the 
wickets. Things looked badly for the Aus- 
tralians, as three were down for 14, but then 
one of those extraordinary revolutions we 
are often treated with in a cricket match 
occurred. Murdoch and M'Donnell were 
associated, and runs began to come in at a 
great pace. The English bowling was collared, 
and the score had reached 97 when M'Donnell 
was given out “leg before.” Slight also 
quickly lost his wicket, but Murdoch in the 
meanwhile was batting magnificently, hitting 
his opponents’ bowling to all parts of the 
field. Assisted by Btackham and Bonner, 
the score rose, and when stumps wore drawn 
for the day it had reached 170, Murdoch 
being not out, 79, and Bonner not out 13. 

On Wednesday morning the British public 
did not assemble in very great force, flunk- 
ing the match would soon be over ; still, some 



thousands were present, and, as the game 
took an interesting turn, they were amply 
rewarded. Murdoch and Bonner continued 
their innings, hut the former lost his com- 
panion, and Palmer soon fell another victim. 
Eight wickets wore down for 187, and onco 
more the match looked all but over. Alex- 
ander now joined Murdoch, and a stubborn 
resistance was made. Once more was the 
English howling collared, and both batsnien 
scored freely. The homo team played up, 
but could not stop their opponents’ scoring. 
Murdoch topped his hundred, and soon after 
lost Alexander, who had played efficiently 
for 33 at a most critical portion of the game. 
Moule was last man, but he proved himself a 
trustworthy representative. The English- 
men fielded and bowled well, but still they 
could not stop the Australians’ career. The 
telegraph signalled 250, and soon after 
Murdoch saved the innings, and still runs 
came. Change after change took place in 
the English bowling, but the Colonials' 
wickets were impregnable. Three centuries 
were totalled, and still the score rose. At 
luncheon Murdoch and Moule were still in, 
but soon after the interval Barnes found his 
way to the latter's off stump, the batsman 
having made 34. The innings closed for 327, 
Murdoch being not out for 153. With 57 to 
win, it did not look a great task for the 
Englishmen, but once more the star of the 
Australians was in the ascendant. Boyle 
and Palmer were so well on the spot that no 
liberties could be taken. Mr G. F. Grace 
was bowled after 2 runs had been scored, 
thus “ bagging a brace of ducks' eggs,” and 
at 10 Mr Lucas was caught. At 22 Lyttel- 
ton was bowled, and Barnes and Dr E. M. 
Grace both lost their wickets at 31. Tre- 
mendous excitoment now reigned, and Dr 
W, G. Grace joined Mr Penn. Runs now 
began to come, and ataquarter-pastfonrthe 
champion won the most exciting match ever 
played. Dr Grace was not out 9, and Mr 
Penn not out 27, the game being won by five 
wickets. 

The fielding on both sides was superb, 
Lord Harris and G. F. Grace especially dis- 
tinguishing themselves, whilst the wicket- 
keeping of both Blaokham and Lyttelton was 
perhaps the beat ever witnessed . — London 
Despatch. 



FORTUNES LOST AND WON OVER 
WORKS OF ART. 

Considerably less than a century has 
elapsed since Horace Walpole said that Sir 
Joshua Reynolds in his old age had become 
avaricious, because he asked 100 guineas for 
the picture of the three Ladies Waldegrave ! 
Formerly his prices had been lower — only 
200 guineas for a whole length portrait, 100 
for a half-length, and 70 for a “kit-cat.” It 
is needless to say that no one would part 
with the portraits for such a figure now. In 
1774, for instance, Lord Carysfort gave Sir 
Joshua 50 guineas for the “Strawberry Girl,” 
which Lord Hertford paid L2205 for at 
Samuel Rogers’ sale in 1856. The great 
name of Gainsborough reminds us of a still 
more conspicuous instance of the same kind. 
The celebrated “ Duchess of Devonshire” 
(we need not for our present purpose enter 
into the controversy as to whether it was 
really his) was bought by Wynn Ellis for 
L65, and was re-sold, as every-one knows, 
to Messrs Agnew for 10,000 guineas. 
After this extraordinary illustration of the 
fortune found in a work of art, which 
was worth nearly as many pounds as it 
was originally sold for pennies, others less 
startling seem to lose something of their 
point ; yet it ought not to go unmentioned 
here that Greuze’s famous “Broken Pitcher,” 
which must now be worth thousands of 
pounds, was painted by the artist (who, by 
the way, died in poverty) for something like 
L150— the sum it realised at the Marquis de 
Verri’s sale in 1873 ; and that the “Chess 
Players,” which Muller sold for 75 guineas in 
1843 (and did not think his labor of only two 
days ill-requitted), fetched 30 years later, 
14,153. Over the water-color drawings of 
David Cox, even those, perhaps, which were 
rejected from the Academy, comparative 
fortunes have been lightly won. When Mr 
Vokins gave him L50 for “The Hayfield," in 
1850, the great artist was so pleased with 
what he thought a liberal price that he in- 
sisted on presenting a second drawing to the 
purchaser, little dreaming that, at Mr 
Quilter’s sale in 1875, there would be a 
spirited contest as to wlio should take it.— as 
Mr Agnew did in the event — for L2590. 
The profit was not in this case, nor is in 
many others, made by the first purchaser ; 
for Mr Vokins sold “The Hayfield,” with 
two other sketches by David Cox, for 110 
guineas to Mr Cummings, who resold them 
to Mr Quilter for 1250 guineas, and the total 
sum realised by the three at his sale was no 
less than L6G47 10s. Of Turner’s water- 
colors the same story could be told ; and 
should the “ Vesuvius Calm" and the “ Ve- 
suvius Angry,” for each of which Turner got 
15 guineas, and which Mr Ruskin secured 
some time ago for 550 guineas, ever come 
into the market it will be curious to note 
how enormously their value has been in- 
creased . — • Maqazine of Art.

The Melbourne Racecourse. 

The Victoria Racing t :|tib started in 1863 with 
a small but very influential list of members, and 
at the outset the committee was singularly for- 
tunate in securing the services of Mr K. 0, 
Bagot as secretary, who, though he did not pos- 
sess the slightest knowledge of racing, yet had a 
faculty for organisation, and an energy in carry, 
ingout liia plans, that proved of immense advan- 
tage to the club, and to which the success of the 
club has been mainly due. Mr Bagot, on accept- 
ing the office of secretary, at once set himself 
about to make the race meetings of the club 
popular. He spared no expense in providing 
every convenience for the visitors, and his efforts 
were so highly appreciated that the V,R.(J. 
meetings, and particularly the spring meetings, 
soon became popular, not only in Victoria, but 
in all the Australian colonies. Year after year 
the number of visitors increased, and soon it 
became evident that if the visitors were to be 
properly accommodated, a new stand must be 
erected. This was done, and the present stand 
was built iu the year 1873. The building, 
though it possesses no architectural attractions, 
is emiuently useful It will Beat 4000 persona 
comfortably, and on a crush day, with the wide 
corridor and passages, it will hold about 6000 
persons. The stand has been so constructed 
that it does not interfere in the least with the 
view of the occupants on the hill. This stand 
was in turn found too small, and a second stand 
waB erected in the saddling paddock, which will 
hold about 2000 persons. The saddling paddock 
was increased, and a magnificent lawn laid out. 
In the saddling paddock, which is a very large 
one, a fine lot of loose-boxes were erected, and 
trees were planted for giving shade. On the hill 
permanent booths were built in sufficient number 
to accommodate even fhe vast numbers that visit 
that portion of the ground on a Cup day. On 
the flat, which is free to everyone, the accom- 
modation is not equalled by any racecourse in 
Europe. While attending to the wants of the 
public, Mr Bagot was pot unmindful of the re- 
quirements of the trainers of horses, though it 
was complained at the time that he neglected 
the training-ground to provide for the comfort 
of the public. The training-ground waB natur- 
ally very unsuitable for the purpose. In the 
winter it was a heavy bog, which strained the 
horses terribly, and in the summer it became as 
hard as Macadamised road, which was very 
trying to many hors es 1 legs. On this ground 
three tracks were laid out — a cinder track, for 



working on in very wet weather ; a tan track for 
horses with delicate legs ; and an outer, or as it 
is sometimes called, the sand track, for ordinary 
work. These tracks have been' so well cared 
for that now they are pronounced by the 
the trainers themselves as the finest training- 
grounds in the colonies. All the improvements 
on the course have been carried out in a most 
substantial manner, and though the cost has in 
instances been heavy, the work is of such a 
lasting character that the money has been well 
invested. The expenditure on this ground in 
permanent works up to the present time 
amounts to within a trifle of L40,000. The club 
has a debt of LlO.OOO in debentures, which 
could be very easily cleared off if it was thought- 
necessary. The receipts for last year amounted 
to L 1 1,743 17s lld» and the amount paid in 
stakes at the Spring, Champion, and Autumn 
Meetings amounted to a total of L25.385. The 
port of racing causes an immense amount of 
money to be spent in the colony. The support 
of such a number of racehorses from their foal- 
hood till they eventually retire from the turf 
must be of great benefit to the farmers, while all 
classes of citizens benefit by the enormous in- 
flux of visitors who annually flock to Melbourne’ 
to visit the V. R.C. Spring Meeting. The Mel- 
bourne racecourse has become one of the most 
noted sights of Victoria, and few strangers come 
to Melbourne without paying it a visit, and the 
liberality of the club is such that the Flemington 
course, and the improvements thereon, are 
spoken of with admiration over the greater 
portion of the world.
